It is generally recognized that al- 
though grain growing may produce 
immediate profits, the safe and sound 
basis of agriculture in Western Can- 
ada, as everywhere else, is stock-rais- 
ing.

A great many of the houses 
were vacated and the Engineers 
pontoons took what were left 
of the French inhabitants, but 
left our crowd to take our own 
chances. ‘The Mess orderlies 
at the cook camp rigged up a 
raft but it wouldn’t carry them 
along with our food so they had 
to swim and push it before them 
and we hauled the dixies up 
thro the windows. This will 
give you some idea of the rain 
we get here, and the state of 
our trenches sometimes. <A 
horse in a stable next door was 
drowned. We are expecting 
to be moved out tomorrow and 
up till now have had all our 
meals brought the same way as 
the Engineers have been too 
busy moving the French people 
out of their houses to clear us 
uway.
